JOINT RESOLUTION

Relating to the proposed distribution of war trophies by the
federal government.

Wuereas, Congress has passed an act providing for an equit-
able distribution of war trophies among the several states in pro-
portion to the number of men each furnished to the armed forces
of the world war; and
